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TEEN CONVICTED 
OF BRUTAL RAPES

A TOTTENHAM teenager, 
who brutally beat and raped 
two women strangers 
at knifepoint in broad day¬ 
light before robbing them, is 
facing a lengthy jail sentence. 

Dylan McDonald, of St Ann’s 
Road, was 18 when he subjected his 
terrified victims to what a detective 
described as “truly horrific attacks” 
in a South Tottenham street and in 
the grounds of Alexandra Palace in 
March this year. 

McDonald, now 19, was con¬ 
victed by a jury at Wood Green 
Crown Court last Tuesday of rape, 
robbery and serious assault. 

Jurors heard how he had targeted 


his first victim - a woman in her 
50s - as she was on her way home 
from work in Southey Road, South 
Tottenham, at 2.30pm on March 11. 

He threatened her with a knife, 
forced her into a stairwell and stole 
her two mobile phones before 
demanding sex and raping her twice 
at knifepoint. McDonald repeatedly 
punched his victim in the face 
before fleeing. 

Three days later, the court was told, 
he attacked his second victim, a 
woman in her 30s, who had been 
walking in the grounds of Alexandra 
Palace at about 4pm on March 14. 

He cycled towards her, produced 
a 30-centimetre-long knife, grabbed 
her and demanded her rucksack. 

As his terrified victim struggled 
to remove the rucksack, he became 


impatient and stabbed her in the leg. 
As she fell to the ground in pain, he 
removed her watch and took her 
mobile phone, money and house 
keys. 

He then dragged the woman into 
undergrowth, where he raped her 
twice at knifepoint. 

The injuries he inflicted on both 
his victims required hospital treat¬ 
ment. 

Detectives form the Metropolitan 
Police Sexual Offences Exploita¬ 
tion and Child Abuse Command 
linked the two rapes because the 
description of the rapist, the type of 
knives used and the robbery and 
rape motive matched. 

McDonald was arrested at his 
home later on the same day of the 
second attack. 


During a search of his bedroom 
police found blood-stained clothing 
and a blood-stained pair of jeans 
with a tear to the left leg which his 
second victim had described. 

Also recovered was the first vic¬ 
tim’s stolen property, plus two silver 
kitchen knives. 

Forensic tests later matched the 
blood on one of the knives to the 
second victim. 

McDonald, who had no previous 
convictions, except for a caution, 
refused to cooperate when being 
interviewed. 

Despite the overwhelming evi¬ 
dence against him he pleaded not 
guilty - subjecting his traumatised 
victims to give evidence in court. 

He is due to be sentenced on 
October 7. 


Church’s opening marks ‘significant milestone’, declares bishop

A NEW church has been opened by the 
capital’s leading Anglican clergyman opposite 
the spot where five years ago the shooting dead 
of Mark Duggan by armed police sparked the 
London riots. 

The Bishop of London, the Rt Rev Richard 
Chartres, officially opened a new multi-purpose 
building in Tottenham Hale, which the Engine 
Room community centre and St Francis Church 
will share. 

The facility is at the heart of Hale Village - 
the 12-acre waterside development housing 
more than 6,500 residents in social and private 
sector housing beside the River Lea. The 
Anglican church is the first to be built in the 
capital for 40 years. 

The Diocese of London has spearheaded the 
project to provide a community resource and 
place of worship, working in partnership with 
Hale Village develoner Lee Valiev Estates, the 


The Engine Room community centre had 
been operating from temporary premises 
nearby for the past two years. 

Its new permanent home includes a 
24-space nursery, a cafe, two community 
halls, a learning workshop and a chapel for 
prayer and worship. 

Among the dignitaries who were given a 
guided tour of the new building was 
Tottenham MP David Lammy. 

Speaking after the keys were handed 
over, the bishop said: “This marks a 
significant milestone in the life of this 


important project. As the St Francis 
Church and Engine Room team start 
interior work on the new premises, the 
Hale Village community can look ahead to 
2017 with great anticipation for what I 
know will be an integral part of community 
life in Tottenham.” 

Mr Lammy said he had taken a great 
interest in the project since its inception. 

“The Engine Room vision to engage 
communities, foster harmony and build a 
real sense of identity in the Tottenham 
community is a vital one,” he added.

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Police appeal 
after shooting 

DETECTIVES seeking two 
masked gunmen who shot 
one of the occupants of a 
minicab they ambushed, 
have issued dramatic video 
footage and images of two 
men they want to quiz. 

Armed police were called 
to reports of a shooting in 
Champa Close, Tottenham, 
a cul-de-sac, at 11.30pm on 
Saturday, July 23, but found 
no signs of anyone injured 
or anything suspicious. 

It was only later, in the 
early hours of the following 
day, they were informed 
that a 35-year-old man had 
been brought to an east 
London hospital suffering 
from a gunshot wound.

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Hospital chief looks 
for an improvement

THE acting chief executive for 
North Middlesex University Hospi¬ 
tal said she hoped a hit squad of 
inspectors would give the crisis-hit 
casualty department a “needs 
improvement” rating on their visit 
next month. 

A surprise visit by the Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission (CQC) inspectors in 
April saw the A&E department, 
which sees 500 to 600 patients a day, 
rated inadequate. Medical care, 
including care for older people, was 
said to require improvement after 
inspectors visited the Charles 
Coward general medical ward for 
men and T8 renal ward. 

The acting chief executive Libby 
McManus arrived last month to lead 
the team after chief executive Julie 
Lowe went on leave. 

The CQC issued North Middlesex 
University Hospital NHS Trust with 
a warning notice to pull its socks up 
and “significantly improve the treat¬ 
ment of patients attending the emer¬ 
gency department”. 

An action plan has been drawn up 
and the watchdog says it has to see 
improvements by Friday, August 26. 

Ms McManus told the Advertiser 
that, although she would like to 
see the watchdog give all the ser¬ 
vices top ratings, she would be

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happy for some areas which are 
rated inadequate to be rated as 
requiring improvement. 

She added: “I hope that there are 
areas that are wonderful.” 

The CQC followed up its spring 
inspection with a visit at the end 
of June. 

Sir Mike Richards, the chief 
inspector of hospitals, said: “We 
have already seen some progress 
since that original inspection. 

North Middlesex’s medical direc¬ 
tor Dr Cathy Cale told last Thurs¬ 
day’s board meeting: “We are doing 
work that is for improving patient 


care. That is not for ticking CQC 
boxes. We clearly need to make this 
sustainable. This is not a flash in the 
pan moment. We are working hard to 
get it embedded.” 

The General Medical Council had 
previously taken the unusual step of 
saying it would not send trainees to 
the hospital. It has now overturned 
this decision and trainees are due to 
start this month.

Police release 
details of train 
tragedy victim 

POLICE have released further details 
about the woman who died after she was 
struck by a train at Enfield Lock station. 

She was 46 and died following the 
incident at about 10am on Friday morning 
last week. 

British Transport Police and an 
ambulance crew went to the station in 
Ordnance Road before the woman was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

Lines between Cheshunt and Tottenham 
Hale were closed or trains were diverted 
via Seven Sisters. The 121 buses were 
also diverted as Ordnance Road was 
closed off. 

A BTP spokeswoman said the incident 
was not being treated as suspicious 
and the woman’s next of kin had 
been informed. 

North London Coroner’s Office said an 
inquest would be opened and adjourned 
in due course and a post-mortem 
examination would be held this week.

treasures from Tiidor times

ARCHAEOLOGISTS have uncovered evidence 
of a staircase and a cache of Tudor workers’ tools 
buried beneath a historic Enfield estate. 

The selection included a hammer with parts of 
its wooden handle still visible and was discovered 
by Enfield Archaeological Society during its 
annual dig at the site of the historic Elsyng 
Palace, which stood in the grounds where Forty 
Hall is now in Forty Hill. 

Queen Elizabeth I and Edward VI spent part of 
their childhoods at the palace. They heard about 
the death of their father Henry VIII while they 
were there. 

John Pinchbeck, from Enfield Archaeological 
Society, said the team of diggers uncovered a 
range of finds. 


“One of the most interesting things we found 
was an unusual concentration of what we think 
may be mostly Tudor hand tools,” he told the 
Advertiser. “Many of them were too badly cor¬ 
roded to identify immediately, but one was 
clearly a hammer, which even had traces of its 
original wood handle still in the socket.” 

Also discovered was a fragment of purple 
stained glass as the mid-16th-century room was 
excavated. Mr Pinckbeck said this was a very 
unusual find for the site. 

The diggers also found a delicate bone hairpin. 

“It has a carved decoration and evidence that it 
was once coloured green, it is a very evocative 
and personal object that may once have adorned a 
royal head,” said Mr Pinchbeck. 

The team spent a week excavating the site and 
welcomed members of the public to have a look 
as part of the national festival of archaeology 


which runs throughout July. The excavation 
looked at the interior of a building which the soci¬ 
ety first uncovered two years ago. This year 
archaeologists wanted to learn more about the 
size of the building and the way it was built. 

The discovery of the remains of what is thought 
to be the site of a wooden staircase suggests that 
the building had at least two floors. 

Other treasures revealed during the dig include 
the remains of expensive coloured glazed floor 
tiles which were removed when the palace was 
demolished in 1650. 

Archaeologists found pieces of green, yellow, 
brown and black tiling which helped them build 
up a picture of how the room looked in its heyday. 

Mr Pinchbeck added: “We also found a number 
of walls, although most of these were fairly 
insubstantial and in some cases were only made 
of a thin line of roof tiles laid in mortar.” 


Schools get 
good reports 

A QUARTER of Enfield schools have been 
rated “outstanding” following inspections by 
the education standards watchdog, latest fig¬ 
ures show. 

And with 23 of the borough’s schools “out¬ 
standing” and 64 rated “good,” Enfield is 
among the top-performing education authori¬ 
ties in England - ranked 13 th in a league table 
of 152 councils. 

More than 50,000 of the borough’s 55,000 
pupils go to schools in high-ranking categories. 
Six schools, however, require “improvement to 
be good” following Ofsted inspections. 

Ayfer Orhan, Enfield Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for education, children’s services and pro¬ 
tection, congratulated the schools which have 
excelled in assessments and hoped others 
would improve before their next assessment. 

She said: “There are now just a handful of 
schools that ‘require improvement’ and I know 
they are on course to succeed in improving 
their last Ofsted results.” 


Travellers leave parks 

TRAVELLERS who set up camp in two of the 
borough’s parks left peacefully after warnings 
they faced court action to evict them if they 
failed to move on. 

A convoy of caravans moved into Durants 
Park, Enfield Highway, on Sunday, but left 
later that afternoon. 

Several travellers moved their caravans to 
Ponders End recreation ground, where passers- 
by discovered them early on Monday morning 
and contacted Enfield Council. 

Council officers warned they would seek a 
court order to move the travellers on if they did 
not do so voluntarily.

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‘The day the riots 

Shopkeepers relive the nightmare of August 7, 2011

“IF I had been here by myself, I 
would probably have been killed,” 
said pharmacist Dipak Shah, 
recalling the night when he and his 
brother were trapped inside their 
Enfield Town shop as a mob looted 
goods from the store. 

Mr Shah and his brother Hitesh 
were doing paperwork in the shop 
and were unaware that police on 
horseback were dealing with disor-

der at the nearby Tesco store. How¬ 
ever, when they went to leave, a 
youth ran across Southbury Road 
to the family-run business they 
founded 32 years ago and the 
brothers used furniture to barri¬ 
cade themselves in the shop as a 
mob of teenagers grabbed what 
they could from the front of 
Healthfare Chemist. 

“They were teenagers, probably 
from 14 to 18 or 20. They took per¬ 
fume and bracelets,” he said. 

In all it was estimated they took 
more than £700 worth of goods 
and caused hundreds of pounds 
worth of damage to the shop win¬ 
dow, in addition to thousands of 
pounds in lost earnings. 

Two looters went sent to prison 
after the incident, which was 
filmed by Russian TV 

The brothers made a frantic call 
to the police, but were told no one 
was available to help and stayed in 
the shop until 3 am. 

“They neglected their duty of 
care,” said Mr Shah. 


He said that no one from the 
police had ever visited to apolo¬ 
gise. The pharmacy opened the 
next day to dispense medicines to 
patients and it took a week to func¬ 
tion properly after the front win¬ 
dows were replaced. 

Mr Shah is still chasing up some 
paperwork from the riots. 

Five years on his message to the 
rioters is: “You can’t get something 
for nothing in society. What you 
put in is what you get out of soci¬ 
ety. You end up in prison.” 

Look closely on the window 
beside the shop door at G Mantella 
jewellers in the town and you 
might spot a 12-inch (30cm) scar 
on the glass. 

It’s a reminder of the night when 
a gang forced open the barriers and 
made off with £40,000 worth of 
watches from the front window. 

Police intervened to prevent 
them from grabbing an array of 
necklaces displayed in the opposite 
window and two people served 
prison sentences for their role.

Owner Erdal Mehmet keeps two 
photos of the riots in his back 
office - one showing the mob 
attacking the barriers at Mantella’s. 

He also retains a Love Enfield 
sticker on the front window. 

“We got an alarm call when the 
shutter was attacked and we came 
straight down from Baker Street,” 
he said. 

“Eve never been in a war zone, 
but it felt like a war situation. 

There were rocks in Silver Street 
and Baker Street. I did not think it 
would ever happen in Enfield.” 

The shop opened the following 
day. “I thought we are not going to 
let them beat us,” said Mr Mehmet. 

He said that people deserved 
a second chance and hoped that 
those involved had learned from 
their mistakes. 

“I do wonder if it was it a lot of 
herd mentality where people were 
seeing everybody else doing it and 
they didn’t stop to think what they 
were doing,” he added. 

Mr Mehmet praised Enfield’s 
resilience afterwards. “There was 
calm in Enfield and everyone was 
pulling together,” he said.

314 in Haringey and 430 in Croydon. The riots 
had started in Tottenham on Saturday, August 6, 
after anger spilled out on to the streets following 
the police shooting of Mark Duggan. 

By the following afternoon would-be rioters 
on social media said Enfield would be one of the 
next targets. 

An estimated 300 rioters tore through the 
streets - some of them simply caught up in the 
moment - as they were later to tell the courts. 

They were met by 150 police, including 
mounted police and officers from Thames Valley. 

A mob of looters attacked parts of Ponders 
End, Edmonton and Palmers Green as well as 
stores in Enfield Town where mounted police 
tackled the rioters. 

The following night (Monday) rioters targeted 
the Sony warehouse at the Innova Business Park 
in Enfield Lock and set it alight. By 11.30pm the 
warehouse had gone up in smoke - in what was 
Europe’s largest arson attack. 

Firefighters in Edmonton came under attack as 
they dealt with nine serious blazes. 

Southgate fire station manager Daniel Alie 
was the first senior firefighter to arrive at Sony. 
He had already worked a day shift and faced 
another 12 hours at the warehouse, which was 
used for data storage. 

“It was an aluminium structure and there were 
a lot of CDs,” he said. “It was unsafe for the fire¬ 
fighters to go inside as the aluminium was 
molten. Fire crews also had to evacuate the 
nearby Premier Inn. 

“The thing that stuck in my mind was the 
resilience of the firefighters. Generally, you 
would be relieved after three hours, they did 12 
hours. They did not complain and they did their 
best to stop it spreading.” 


The then Enfield North MP Nick de Bois was 
on the scene as rioters ran amok. 

He remembered feeling “very angry as there 
was a huge amount of criminality”. 

He added: “It was bizarre, the police had 
closed off London Road, but there were still peo¬ 
ple coming out of the station as the trains hadn’t 
been stopped.” 

Mr De Bois tried to persuade a masked youth 
of about 14 who was carrying a crowbar to stop. 
“I said this is our town, go home,” he recalled. 

Residents living near Silver Street urged him 
to tell the Prime Minister David Cameron what 
he had seen. 

“There was no fear, there was anger,” he said. 
“What is infuriating is the people who turned up 
came in their souped-up cars to go looting.” 

After the Sony warehouse was set alight, 
Home Secretary Theresa May visited and Mr 
Cameron intervened to ask the company's chief 
executive not to leave. 

Last week Southgate firefighters Nigel Lang¬ 
don and Jeff Dicks recalled tackling fires during 
the first night of the riots in Tottenham. They 
said it was a frightening night. 

Mr Langdon said: “It was my first experience 
of something like that. We were just driving 
down the street. There was one fire after the 
next, we were putting them out.” 

Because of the riots the fire crews had to stay 
behind police lines and were also involved in 
giving police officers first aid. 

Mr Dicks said: “Our windscreen got smashed. 
It think it was a brick. It was just part of every¬ 
thing that day.” 

Mr Langdon added: “It was shocking. What I 
remember of the night - it was pretty hot with 
fires on the left and right hand side of you.”

T HERE’S nothing new 
about Labour’s troubles. 
Left-wing constituency 
activists; right-wing voters;

Fatal beating: 
Man is jailed 
for six years

A MAN who brutally beat his victim 
to death in an Enfield street has been 
jailed for six years. 

Sean Gomez, 48, of Addison 
Road, Enfield Highway, who had 
previously been found guilty by a 
jury of the manslaughter of 47-year- 
old Mustafa Lanleyin, was sen¬ 
tenced at the Old Bailey on Friday. 

Mr Lanleyin was attacked close to 
his home in Cherry Road, Enfield 
Highway, on September 29 last year 
following an argument in the street 
with Gomez. 

The victim had left his house with 
two friends and became involved in 
a verbal altercation with Gomez, 
sparked by Mr Lanleyin asking 
Gomez: “What are you looking at?” 

It quickly escalated to violence 
with Gomez grabbing and head¬ 


butting Mr Lanleyin before kicking 
him as he lay on the ground. 

Before dragging the dying man’s 
body to a bin area, he sought to jus¬ 
tify the attack to the two men who 
had been with Mr Lanleyin before 
all three of them left him lying there 
critically injured. 

Mr Lanleyin was found by a pass¬ 
ing woman a short while afterwards 
at about 9.10pm. An ambulance was 
called and he was pronounced dead 
at 9.41pm. A post-mortem examina¬ 
tion established the cause of death as 
blunt force trauma to the head. 

Gomez was arrested by detectives 
from the Metropolitan Police’s 
Homicide and Crime Command the 
next day and charged shortly after. 

Mr Lanleyin was single and unem¬ 
ployed at the time of his death, 
the court heard, with a stepdaughter 
and stepson, neither of whom lived 
with him.

Fireman Duncan takes his 
final salute after 32 years

DESPITE having the windscreen of 
an engine smashed during the 
London riots firefighter Duncan 
Lewis, who has just retired, said: 
“Eve had the time of my life.” 

The Southgate watch manager 
was treated to a surprise final roll 
call at the fire station in High Street 
attended by his family - and his for¬ 
mer boss Les Bowman, who retired 
earlier in July, also visited the fire 
station for the event last Thursday. 

He told Mr Lewis: “It has been a 
privilege to work with you.” 

Mr Lewis, 50. has served in the 


London Fire Brigade for 32 years, 
the last 27 at Southgate. 

During the ceremony colleagues 
sounded the alarm to give him a 
send-off in style - 30 seconds for 
every year of service. 

His boss station manager Daniel 
Alie praised his colleague’s dedica¬ 
tion, professionalism and service 
and said: “He is Southgate fire sta¬ 
tion. He will be missed. He knows 
the area intimately and has trained 
generations of firefighters.” 

Mr Lewis told his colleagues: “I 
have had the time of my life. It’s like 
family. The last 27 years at 
Southgate I have worked with some 
of the finest firefighters.” 


He moved to Chandos Drive, in 
Southgate, as an 11-year-old with 
his family including firefighter 
father Cliff, who was at the station 
to see his son retire. 

Mr Lewis served as team leader 
who had the responsibility of lead¬ 
ing crews into fires. 

He said that one of his most mem¬ 
orable jobs was firefighting at the 
Tottenham riots five years ago. 

He recalled: “We were mobilised 
to Edmonton fire station on the 
Saturday night. 

“It was one of the most frighten¬ 
ing experiences I have ever had in 
the fire brigade. We were behind 
the police lines. We were adminis¬ 


tering first aid to police officers. 
We had our windscreen smashed. I 
have never been in such a volatile 
situation. It was horrendous.” 

Before he joined the fire service 
he played football for Enfield as a 
goalkeeper in the youth and reserve 
teams and is looking forward to 
spending time “at my beloved 
Enfield Town” during his retirement. 

He started his career at 
Manchester Square fire station, in 
central London, in 1984 and spent 
time at Soho fire station before he 
was transferred to Southgate. 

He added that he would be look¬ 
ing for another career, perhaps as a 
fire brigade trainer.

IT’S the frustrations of ordinary everyday life 
which send curly-haired comic Josh Widdi- 
combe into a tizz.

He is also a presenter of Radio 5 Live’s leg¬ 
endary Saturday morning sports programme 
Fighting Talk. 

“As a stand-up, you naturally talk about 
what’s interesting you, so at Wyllyotts I’ll 
be discussing what’s annoying me right now,” 
he said. 

“But I’ll also be doing a lot about growing up 
in Devon in the 1990s. 

“At my primary school, there were only four 
children in my year. It was a very different expe¬ 
rience from a lot of other people,” he explains, 
“so I’ll be doing some comparing and con¬ 
trasting with how I live now. 

“I’ve never done stand-up about politics or 
human rights. That’s not what I talk about on a 
day-to-day basis with my mates, so why would 
I go on stage and talk about it?” he added.

Rebels with a cause - havoc! 


SUICIDE SQUAD (15,123 mins) 


I T’S good to be bad - unspeakably 
bad - in David Ayer’s action-packed 
fantasy based on the anarchic DC 
Comics anti-heroes of the same 
name, which is poised to smash box 
office records on the other side of 
the Atlantic. 

Scheming US government agent 
Amanda Waller (Viola Davis) hatches 
a diabolical scheme to round up some 
of the most dangerous incarcerated 
criminals in the world and use them to 
carry out covert missions with a lim¬ 
ited chance of success. 

Misfit members of Task Force X - or 
the Suicide Squad as it becomes 
known - will be kept in check with 
micro-bombs implanted in their necks. 

Anyone who defies authority or 
strays from the mission brief will be 
swiftly terminated. By completing their 
tasks, the group members can reduce 
their sentences. 

This ragtag bunch of sadistic odd¬ 
balls includes hunky team leader Rick 
Flag (Joel Kinnaman), expert marks¬ 
man Floyd Lawton (Will Smith) aka 
Deadshot, twisted former psycholo¬ 
gist Harleen Quinzel (Margot Robbie) 
aka Harley Quinn, unpredictable 
assassin Digger Harkness (Jai Court¬ 
ney) aka Boomerang, flame-conjuring

P ERHAPS the most indelible 
image of Volvo is the large 
estate car - and the new V90 
exemplifies it. 

Based on the same scalable plat¬ 
form as the very successful second- 
generation XC90, the V90 - and its 
saloon brother the S90 - is the sec¬ 
ond model in Volvo’s rejuvenation. 

The all-new V90 will be coming to 
the UK with the same 2.0-litre D5 
diesel as you’ll find in the XC90, to 
be joined by a hybrid-electric petrol 
T8 model later in the year. 

There’s no getting away from the 
fact the V90 is an incredibly imposing 
car on the road. It’s rather large, com¬ 
ing in at just under five metres nose 
to tail and a fraction over two metres 
across the mirrors, but it’s not just the 
size that gives it serious presence. 

The “Thor’s Hammer” headlights 
and concave grille, along with the 


redesigned Volvo logo - all of which 
debuted on the XC90 - generate an 
overall image that exudes confidence. 

Opt for the Inscription trim and the 
grille is chromed, too. Cabin space is 
just as vast as you might expect. Rear 
legroom is particularly impressive 
with even a leggy supermodel able to 
fit in the back without any danger of 
running out of space. A fifth occu¬ 
pant might not have such a great 
time, with a fairly broad central tun¬ 
nel to straddle, but otherwise there is 
plenty of space front and back. 

It’s a traditionally Volvo-esque boot, 
too. There’s a powered tailgate as stan¬ 
dard and it reveals a nicely uniform 
opening with a low and flush lip. Boot 
space is 560 litres in standard config¬ 
uration, with the back seats folding 
flat by a single button each in the boot. 

A 13-gallon (60-litre) fuel tank 
gives the 57.6mpg V90 D5 a range of 
just over 750 miles between fuel stops. 

Equipped with the D5, the V90 is 


quite a brisk beast, with 60mph com¬ 
ing up in just under seven seconds. 
This is helped along with the “Power- 
Pulse” feature, which is, in essence, 
an electric supercharger. 

Using electric power to compress 
air, it spools the turbocharger up at 
low engine speeds in low gears to 
reduce any lag as you’d normally have 
to wait for exhaust gases to do the job. 

Set to Dynamic mode, the 1.8-tonne 
V90 makes for a very capable point- 
to-point machine as it will need to be 
when the 401bhp T8 Twin Engine 
model arrives later in the year, but 
while you’ll have to be going some 
before you run out of available grip, 
it almost feels wrong to do so. 

Slot it back into Comfort or Eco 
and the V90 becomes a supreme 
cruiser, taking everything in its 
stride. On a gentle 75mph lope down 
a Spanish autopista, we recorded 
interior sound at under 70dB, so it’ll 
be easy to maintain conversation. 


It wouldn’t be a Volvo if it wasn’t 
filled with safety kit and the V90 
meets targets. As standard, the V90 
packs in city safety, pedestrian and 
large animal detection, adaptive cruise 
control and a run-off-road prevention 
system that detects the offside of the 
road and keeps you from crossing it 
inadvertently. Volvo also fits pilot 
assist as standard, allowing the car to 
maintain its speed and lane position¬ 
ing at up to 80mph and decelerating 
automatically as appropriate to traffic 
conditions - even to rest. Navigation, 
an eight-inch TFT screen, two-zone 
climate control, DAB radio, heated 
front seats and LED headlights are all 
standard kit, as is the power tailgate. 

The V90 range starts at £34,555 for 
the D4-engined Momentum model, 
rising to £44,055 for the D5 Power- 
Pulse Inscription we tested. It’s 
broadly comparable to what Volvo 
terms its German rivals, but noses 
ahead on equipment levels.

NORTH MIDDLESEX gave a huge 
boost to their hopes of being 
crowned champions of the Premier 
Division of the Middlesex County 
Cricket League by securing a hugely 
impressive eight-wicket win at home 
to Richmond on Saturday.

Joe Cracknell (87 not out) played 
superbly for North Middlesex in 
reply to ensure that they encountered 
few problems in reaching their tar¬ 
get, sharing in stands of 56 for the 
second wicket with Rob Fahrenheim 
(18) and an unbroken 111 for the 
third wicket with Evan Flowers (48 
not out) as they eased to 177-2. 

Meanwhile, Hornsey romped to a 
seven-wicket win at home to Harrow 
St Mary’s to climb up into second 
place in Division Two. 

A stunning performance with the 
ball and in the field set the hosts up 
for the victory as Harrow St Mary’s 
crumbled to 64 all out, withNii-Amaa 
Ollenau (5-27) leading the way. 


Hornsey then encountered few 
problems in easing to 65-3 in reply 
to give a boost to their promotion 
hopes. 

And Highgate secured an equally 
important victory in the second 
division, edging to a one-wicket tri¬ 
umph at home to relegation rivals 
Acton which saw them climb out of 
the drop zone. 

Sandun Dias (4-57) and Craig 
Gourlay (3-39) impressed with the

Will Lake (51) played well in the 
face of some excellent bowling from 
Jack Henson (6-41) as North London 
amassed 152 batting first, but Jim 
Gatting’s 61 helped Hill to reach 
154-7 in reply. 

North Middlesex visit Southgate 
on Saturday, while Highgate go to 
Barnes, Hornsey make the trip to 
Wembley and North London host 
MTSSC.

ON THE MEND

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR have not 
given up hope that key defender Jan 
Vertonghen will be fit in time for the 
start of the Premier League season. 

The Belgian international centre-back 
had been predicted to miss Spurs’ 
league opener at Everton on August 13 
after suffering an ankle injury during 
Euro 2016. 

However, Vertonghen has made a

We’ll see when we arrive 
back and start to train with the whole 
group, but if it’s not possible we have 
enough players to replace him.” 

Meanwhile, Pochettino insisted that 
he had been happy with Tottenham’s 
performances even though they were 
beaten in both their pre-season matches 
in Australia. 


Spurs slipped to a 2-1 defeat at the 
hands of Italian giants Juventus on 
Tuesday last week and followed this up 
with a 1-0 reversal at the hands of 
Atletico Madrid on Friday, despite 
dominating much of the match. 

But Pochettino was pleased with 
what he saw from his players and was 
full of praise for their display against 
Atletico. 

“Everyone can see it was a fantastic 
performance,” he said. “It was another 
friendly game, it was important for us 
and we take a lot of positives. 

“We’ve played two class clubs in 


Juventus, the best team in Italy, and 
Atletico Madrid, who have played two 
Champions League finals in the last 
three years. They had eight players on 
the pitch who started in the final 
against Real Madrid in May. 

“We managed the game, had posses¬ 
sion and played with a lot of personal¬ 
ity. Now we’re happy to go back to 
London and to meet our players who 
were involved in the Euros and, all 
together, prepare for the season. We’re 
excited about starting in the Champions 
League - that is fantastic for the club 
and for the players. 


“I’m happy because we finished with 
nine players who have come through 
the academy against Atletico and that 
is special. 

“It was a fantastic experience for us 
- training hard, a lot of positives and 
I’m happy with the performance of the 
whole team, especially the younger 
players. It was a great experience for 
them to improve and learn.” 

Pochettino added: “We need to 
analyse the games now but I’m happy 
because it’s all positive, both games 
were good for us to compete and learn. 
It was a great experience for everyone.”
